We humbly thank Your Majesty for informing 
us of the hope expressed by Your Majesty at the 
close of last Session that the Treaty of Gundamak 
nad happily terminated the War in Afghanistan ; 
and that, in conformity with its provisions, Your 
Majesty’s Envoy, with his retinue, was honourably 
received and entertained by the Ameer of Cabul. 

We thank Your Majesty for informing us that, 
while engaged in the exercise of their duty, Your 
Majesty’s Envoy and those connected with the 
Embassy were treacherously attacked by over- 
whelming numbers, and, after an heroic defence, 
almost all massacred. 

We humbly thank Your Majesty for informing

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


As the time assigned by Law for the termination 
of the present Parliament is near at hand, I am 
induced, by considerations of public policy and 
convenience, to select this period of the Session 
for releasing you from your Legislative duties, 
with a view to an immediate Dissolution, and the 
issue of Writs for a General Election. 

I cannot part from you without expressing My 
deep sense of the zeal and ability which, during 
more than six years, you have consistently dis- 
played in exercising your important functions, 
nor without tendering to you My warm acknow- 
ledgments for the useful measures which you have 
submitted for my acceptance, and especially for 
the manner in which you have upheld a policy, the 
object of which was at once to defend My Empire 
and to secure the general Peace. 

My relations with Foreign Powers are friendly, 
and favourable to the maintenance of tranquillity 
in Europe. 

I entertain the confident hope that the measures 
adopted in Afghanistan will lead to a speedy settle- 
ment of that Country. 

I have had much satisfaction in assenting to the 
Acts you have passed for the relief of the distress 
unhappily prevalent in parts of Jreland, and trust- 
ing that these measures will be accepted by My 
Irish Subjects as a proof of the ready sympathy 
of the Imperial Parliament, I look forward with 
confidence to the restored prosperity of their 
Country. 

I rejoice to observe the indications of a general 
improvement in trade, and that the commercial 
depression which I have had to lament appears to 
be passing away. 

I have witnessed with the greatest sympathy 
the heavy losses sustained by the various classes 
connected with the cultivation of the soil, and 
have viewed with admiration the patience and high 
spirit with which they have contended against an 
almost unprecedented series of disastrous seasons. 

I trust that, with the blessing of Providence, a 
more favourable harvest may be looked for, and 
that, from the Commission which I issued to inquire 
into the causes of Agricultural Depression, sugges- 
tions may come which will lead to the more pro- 
fitable use of agricultural land, and to a higher 
development of this branch of national industry. 

The Electors of the United Kingdom will be 
called upon forthwith to choose their Represen- 
tatives in Parliament, and I fervently pray that 
the blessing of Almighty God may guide them to 
promote the object of My constant solicitude—the 
happiness of My People.

Laws in 
Turkey, as well as to such territorial questions as 
have not yet been settled in conformity with the 
provisions of that Treaty. I regard such a fulfil- 
ment as essential for the avoidance of further com- 
plications in the East. 

In accordance with this view, I have deemed it 
expedient to despatch an Ambassador Extra- 
ordinary to the Court of the Sultan. 

On the last occasion of My addressing you, I 
expressed My hope that the measures adopted in 
Afghanistan would lead to a speedy settlement of 
that Country. Since that period the gallantry of 
My troops has continued to be conspicuous, and 
the labours of My Government in Jndia have been 
unremitting. But I have to lament that the end 
in view has not yet been attained. My efforts 
will, however, be unceasingly directed towards the 
pacification of Afghanistan, and towards the esta- 
blishment of such institutions as may be found 
best fitted to secure the independence of its Peo- 
le, and to restore their friendly relations with 
My Indian Empire. 

The condition of Indian Finance, as it has re- 
cently been made known to Me, has required My 
special attention. I have directed that you shall 
be supplied with the fullest information upon this 
weighty subject. 

I invite your careful notice to the important 
questions of policy connected with the future of 
South Africa. I have continued to commend to 
the favourable consideration of the authorities and 
of the people in the various Settlements the pro- 
ject of Confederation. In maintaining My supre- 
macy over the Transvaal, with its diversified 
population, I desire both to make provision for the 
security of the indigenous races, and to extend to 


the Luropean settlers institutions based on large | 


and liberal principles of self-government. 


Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 


I notice with satisfaction that the Imports and 
Exports of the Country, as well as other signs, 
indicate some revival in trade. But the depres- 
sion which has lately been perceived in the Re- 
venue continues without abatement. The Esti- 
mates of Income, which were laid before the last 
Parliament, were framed with moderation, but the 
time which has since elapsed exhibits no promise 
that they will be exceeded. 

The annual! Estimates of Charge, so far as they 
have not been already voted, will be promptly laid 
before you.

The late season of the year at which you com- 
mence your labours will, f fear, seriously abridge 
the time available for useful legislation, but I 
make no doubt that you will studiously turn it to 
the best account.

That the Petitioners in support of their Petition 
lodged with the statutory officer a statement of 
particulars, and also an additional statement of par- 
ticulars proposed to be proved by them, copies of 
which marked respectively B onll C are also here- 
with sent. 

That in the said statement of particulars, and 
additional statement of particulars, lodged for the 
Petitioners, various charges of bribery, treating, 
aud undue influence are set forth against the said 
Mark John Stewart personally, and also against 
various persons who are alleged to have acted as 
his Agents or on his behalf in the course of said 
Election. ‘The statements of particulars, as well 
as the Petition, are referred to. 

We have further to report that we appointed 
the Trial of the said Petition to take place before 
us 
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us at Stranraer, being one of the Burghs com- 
osing the said Wigtown District of Burghs, on 
Taos ay, the 13th day of July 1880. 

That the Tria! of the said Petition took place 
before us accordingly at Stranraer upon the said 
13th day of July, and was concluded on the 14th 
day of the said month, when it was stated by the 
Counsel for and representing the said Mark John 
Stewart,-who was himself present, that in con- 
sequence of the evidence which had been adduced 
the day previously in relation to the alleged bribery 
of Douglas, he, Mr. Stewart, felt that he could no 
longer retain the seat, and that he therefore was 
not to contest the matter further. That it was 
then stated by the Counsei for the Petitioners that 
as they had attained their object, no more evidence 
was to be adduced by them. 

That in these circumstances (the Trial having 
thus concluded) we found and determined that the 
said Mark John Stewart had not been duly elected 
and returned as Member to serve in Parliament for 
the said Wigtown District of Burghs, but that his 
Election and Return were and are wholly null 
and void. 

That it has not been proved to us that any 
corrupt practice had been at the said Election 
committed by or with the knowledge and consent 
of the said Mark John Stewart, or of any Can- 
didate at said Election. 

That it was proved to us at the said Trial that 
John Watson, named in said statement of par- 
ticulars, and James Ferguson, lately a railway clerk, 
and presently residing in Glasgow, as Agents, or 
on behalf of the said Mark John Stewart, and that 
Thomas Douglas, also mentioned in said statement 
of particulars, the voter who received the bribe, 
had been guilty of bribery. 

That we have no reason to believe from the evi- 
dence submitted to us at the Trial that corrupt 
practices have extensively prevailed at the Elec- 
tion to which the Petition relates. 

That a copy of the evidence taken at the Trial 
on the first day of the inquiry, which is marked D., 
and a copy of the evidence taken on the second 
day of the Trial, as well as of our Judgment, 
which is marked E., all transcribed from the notes 
of the shorthand writer, are sent with this Report.

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


It is with satisfaction that I find Myself at 
length enabled to release you from your arduous 
labours. 

I continue to receive assurances of the most 
friendly character from all Foreign Powers. 

The failure of the Sublime Porte to execute, 
according to its engagement, a plan which was 
agreed upon in April last for the determination of 
the Ottoman Frontier lying towards Montenegro 
has caused unfortunate delays in the settlement of 
that question, and the Treaty of Berlin has not 
yet taken effect in other points of importance 
which remained open at the commencement of the 
Session. 

The Governments which were parties to that 
Treaty have communicated to the Sultan their 
judgment on the means of bringing to a satisfac- 
factory settlement the Greek and Montenegrin 
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tion of the European Provinces of Turkey, and on 
the principal reforms required in the Aszatic Pro- 
vinces inhabited by Armenians. 

For the attainment of the objects in view, I 
continue to place reliance on the fact that the 
concert of Europe has been steadily maintained in 
regard to the Eastern Question, and that the 
Powers which signed the Treaty of Berlin are 
pressing upon the Sublime Porte, with all the 
authority which belongs to their united action, the 
measures which, in their belief, are best calculated 
to ensure tranquillity in the East. 

[have not been unmindful, during the few months 
which have elapsed since I last addressed you, of 
the considerations which I have stated would guide 
My Policy onthe North Western Frontier of My 
Indian Empire. Measures have already been taken 
for the complete military evacuation of JVorthern 
Ajghanistan, and some progress has been made 
towards the pacification and settlement of the 
Country. 

A renewal of hostilities by the Afghans, under 
Ayoub Khan, has rendered necessary further 
military operations in Southern Afghanistan, The 
prompt measures taken by the Government of 
India for the relief of the Garrison of Candahar, 
and the conspicuous ability and energy displayed by 
My Officers and Troops in the execution of those 
measures, resulting in the brilliant victory recently 

ained by the gallant force under the command of 
Sir Frederick Roberts, will, I trust, speedily bring 
to an honourable termination the war in that divi- 
sion of the country. 

I regret that it has not hitherto been possible 
to give you such information on the general state 
of Indian Finance, aad the recent mis-carriages in 
presenting the Accounts of Military Expenditure, 
as you would justly require before entering on a 

ratical consideration of the subject. You may, 
eneteen, rest assured that I shall redeem My 
pledge to supply you with this information at the 
earliest period in My power. 

No advance has recently been made in the pro- 
ject of a South African Confederation, nor could 
advantage arise from endeavours to press it for- 
ward, except in proportion to the favourable 
movement of public opinion in that portion of the 
Empire. The general state of affairs in South 
Africa is, however, on the whole, satisfactory, ex- 
cept in Basutoland, where I trust that a moderate 
and conciliatory policy may allay the agitation 
caused by the enforcement of the Disarmament 


Act.

I tender to you My thanks for the liberal pro- 
vision which you have made to meet the charges 
of the public service. 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


I acknowledge, with thankfulness to the Al- 
mighty, the happy continuance, during several 
weeks, of fine weather for securing a harvest 
which gives in many places a reasonable promise of 
abundance. I am thus enabled to anticipate both 
a further revival of trade and some addition to the 
Revenue of the Country for the year ; and I dwell 
with especial pleasure upon the probable improve- 
ment in the condition of the people of Zreland, 
who have so seriously suffered from previous 
failure of the crops.
